striking crews of the Glenn White, 
Isaac Mann and Lemuel Burrows, 
who wa'ked out Friday under the 
leadership of the Marine Workers’ 
Industrial Union for the 1929 wage 
scale, were ſoined with the crew of 
the S. S. Thurlo. 
Al coal carriers arriving in this 
port are joining the struggle. Roy 
Hudson, National Chairman of the 
Marine Workers’ Industrial Union. 
said today that the union will spread 
the strike to all coal boats on the At- 
lantic Coast. 

The crew of the Thomas P. Beal, 
which arrived in port shortly after 
the first three shivs struck, packed 
up and were ready to walk off, when 
the officers cut the lines and had the 
ship towed to the middle of the 
stream. The ship is still lying there 
and no seamen from shore are 
allowed to avproach it. 

Delegate Arrested 

When the S. S. Pierce arrived the 
crew sent word ashore to send a 
union de'egate at once to pull the 
shiv. Delegate Montell was arrested 
while coins aboard her. The ship 
was rushed away from the dock. 

Yesterday the crew of the S. 8.

union delecate, who was not allowed 
aboard. This ship wos also vushed 


out into the stream. The crew was
